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County Commission cancels night session

The Coffee County Commission 
held its last meeting at night on 
Monday evening with a “light” 
agenda, In making the motion to dis- 
continue the night session (second 
meeting of the commission each 
month), Commissioner Tom 
Grimsley said that the attendance 
had not been what members of the 
commission had hoped it would be; 
therefore, there was really no advan- 
tage to holding an evening session. 

Items of business from County 
Engineer Randy Tindell consumed a 
major portion of the meeting. He 
had several recommendations and 
requests which he submitted to the 
commission. 

Tindell told commissioners that 
the “trial project” on bidding plant 
mix on an annual basis had been 
successful and he recommended that 
the commission continue this prac- 
tice for another year. He added, “It 
has saved the county a lot of money 
on several projects that we have 
used it on.” 

The engineer recommended that 
the commission make an offer to the 
plant mix suppliers to continue this 
annual contract for an additional 
year at the same price. The commis- 


sioners agreed, 

Also, Tindell recommended that 
the commission take the same action 
on the striping contract which was 
done in much the same manner as 
the plant mix contract. 
Commissioners voted to renew this 
contract at the same price as in the 
past year 

Tindell presented a request from 
Joe Green, owner of Green’s 
Seafood Restaurant located in the 
Victoria Community, that the 
entrance of Co. Rd, 222 (dirt road) 
to AL Hwy. 125 be moved north 
approximately 400 feet. He 
explained that presently, the dirt 
road entrance is right at the edge of 
the parking area for the restaurant 
and at times, customers unknowing- 
ly block the road. Green owns the 
land which would be involved in 
moving the entrance of the road and 
Tindell told commissioners that he 
is willing to donate the land in order 
to get the road moved. 
Commissioners approved the 
request by passing a resolution to 
that effect. 

Tindell asked for and received 
permission to advertise for bids for 
the repair of any other NRCS 
(Natural Resource Conservation 
Service) sites where he may be 


required to do so, 

He was also given approval to fur- 
nish signs, for a fee, to the develop- 
ers of subdivisions in the county. He 
told commissioners that this would 
insure that all the signs installed 
were of the proper size, color, etc. 
Subdivision regulations require that 
developers erect the necessary signs 
along the new roads and streets that 
they build. 

Finally, Tindell requested a reso- 
lution initializing the project plans 
for the resurfacing of Co. Rd. 636 
form Battens Crossroads to the 
Asbury Community. This will be 
funded with an Industrial Access 
Grant since one of Coffee County’s 
largest industries - ConAgra - is 
located on this road, and it is very 
heavily traveled. 

He told commissioners that Gov. 
Don Siegelman has appropriated $1 
million to be used toward this pro- 
ject. Both State Senator Jimmy 
Holley and Representative Terry 
Spicer were applauded for their 
efforts in acquiring these funds. 

Ms. Nell Gilmer and Richard 
Kemp, representing the Sons and 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution, appeared before the 
commission to encourage their par- 
ticipation in promoting the reviving 


Elba City Council hears arrest complaint

The Elba City Council had a visi- 
tor Monday evening. Terry Burks 
voiced complaints about an incident 
involving himself and a police offi- 
cer at the Mulberry Park Saturday 
afternoon. 

Burks told council members that 
he was arrested, treated roughly, 
and all without ever explaining a 
reason for the arrest. Burks said the 
only thing he did was attempt to 
break up a fight between two other 
citizens and was trying to get his 
son and return to his home when he 
was rushed from behind by Officer 
Kenny Jackson, handcuffed and 
taken to the police station. 

Burks said the cuffs were 
clamped on him to tight, he couldn’t 
sit down and was sent home without 
anyone every telling him what was 
wrong. Whitworth said it was rou- 
tine for warrants not to be signed 
‘until after the weekend, when court 
officials were on their job. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
promised Burks and council mem- 
bers that he would see that the com- 
plaint was investigated of Burks 
would submit it in writing, which he 
promised to do. 

The chief said he was at the park 


during this time, but there was a lot 
ef confusion due to the crown and 
he didn’t see what happened, even 
though he had been talking to Burks 
a few minutes earlier. Numerous 
police officers, deputy sheriff's and 
state highway patrol officers had 
been called to the scene after calls 
of reported gun shots, fights, etc. 
and Whitworth said it was impossi- 
ble for him to have been aware of 
everything that was happening. 

There was no one shot, contrary 
to rumors flying around town 
throughout the weekend. The ball 
games continued and, according to 
Whitworth, none of the ball players 
were involved in any of the disrup- 
tions. 

In other business the council 
approved two resolutions. One was 
authorizing the mayor and city clerk 
to sign paperwork dealing with an 
Alabama Department of 
Transportation grant for highway 
access work at Kleinert’s. The sec- 
ond was to approve an annual waste 
water report required by the state 
monitoring. This report showed that 
Elba had had no waste water over- 
flows since the March 1998 flood. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow 
reported the city is accepting bids to 
sell the first two of the homes 


State troopers estimate 19 will die 
during Memorial Day holiday 


Alabama troopers will take part 
in national safety campaigns 
“Operation ABC America Buckles 
Up Children” and “Buckle Up 
America Week” May 24 through 31 
during the Memorial Day holiday 
travel period, 

In conjunction with these safety 
programs, troopers will emphasize 
enforcement of the state’s safety 
belt and child restraint laws and dis- 
tribute safety literature during traf- 
fic stops and driver license check- 
points to encourage holiday travel- 
ers to buckle up, Under Alabama’s 
child restraint law, a child safety 
seat is required for children through 
age three in front and back seats, 
Children ages four and five must be 
secure in a child safety seat or a reg- 
ular safety belt, The state’s safety 
belt law requires all front-seat occu- 
pants to buckle up. 

The memorial Day weekend tra- 
ditionally marks the start of the 
warm-weather travel season, and 
heavy traffic is expected, according 
to Col, Michael B, Sullivan, acting 
director of Public Safety. 

“State troopers urge motorists to 
drive defensively, obey speed limits 
and other traffic laws, and use safe- 


ty belts and child restraints,” said 
Sullivan, 

The Department of Public Safety 
estimates 19 people may die as a 
result of traffic crashes during the 
78-hour period from 6 p.m. May 28, 
through midnight Monday, May 31. 
Last year 11 people died in traffic 
wrecks during the 78-hour holiday 
period, 7 on rural roads and 4 in 
urban areas. Only one of the crash 
victims was using a safety restraint, 
and at least 5 of the deaths were 
alcohol related. 

All available troopers will be on 
duty throughout the holiday period 
to enforce traffic laws, assist 
motorists, and to serve as visible 
reminders to drive safely. Federal 
overtime grants aimed at DUI 
(Driving under the influence), and 
speed limit enforcement will allow 
additional troopers to be on patrol 
targeting speed violators and drunk- 
en drivers. 

Troopers plan to concentrate 
enforcement activity on interstate 
highways and other popular vaca- 
tion travel routes, Aerial speed 
enforcement will be included in 
troopers’ overall enforcement activ- 


ity,

No riot in Elba or Mulberry Community

There was NO riot nor was any- 
one killed or seriously injured in 
Elba last Saturday evening; howey- 
er, two persons were arrested and 
one young man taken to the local 
hospital where he was treated for 
minor injuries and released. 

According to police reports, 


‘shortly before 8:00 p.m. (7:57 p.m.) 


Saturday evening, a call was 
received by dispatchers that there 
was a disturbance and shots had 
been fired in the vicinity of Tootle 
Bug’s (a cafe located in the 
Mulberry Community of Elba). 

First officers on the scene 
encountered a large crowd and 
called for additional assistance. As 
the incident escalated (other people 
in the immediate area of the distur- 
bance becoming involved), addi- 
tional off-duty Elba police officers 
were called to assist on-duty offi- 
cers. 

Not helping the situation was the 
fact that a softball tournament was 
in progress in the immediate vicini- 
ty of the disturbance and between 
300 and 400 people were at the 
Mulberry ballpark. The tournament 
had been going on all day.

Ronnie Whitworth, additional law 
enforcement agencies dispatched 
officers to assist Elba officers in 
preventing the situation from esca- 
lating into a more serious situation. 
Area state troopers, Coffee County 
Sheriff's deputies, police officers 
from Enterprise, New Brockton, 
and Florala, as well as Game 
Wardens responded to Elba’s call 
fer assistance. a 

Whitworth said that by the time 
responding officers reached Elba 
the situation had been controlled by 
his officers but the additional “show 
of force” prevented any additional 
incidents. 

During the 8:00 p.m. incident, an 
Elba man, Terry Burks, was placed 
under arrest, charged with disorder- 
ly conduct and taken to the Coffee 
County Jail. He was released that 
same night on a $500 appearance 
bond. 

The chief said that earlier in the 
day - around 4 p.m. - a fight involy- 
ing two women had occurred in the 
Mulberry park area. That incident 
resulted in the arrest of an 
Enterprise woman Lasanta Cole. 
She was charged with disorderly 
conduct and taken to the county jail. 
She too was released on a $500 
appearance bond. 

There had been reports during the 
evening - between 4 and 8 p.m. - 
that an individual was reportedly 
headed toward the Elba area armed 
with an AK-47 semi-automatic 
weapon and a handgun. Local offi- 
cers were already alerted to this 


possibility and were on the lookout 
for a vehicle possibly occupied by 
the individual whose identity was 
unknown to local police officers. 

Due to these earlier reports, offi- 
cers on duty at the time of the last 
disturbance had greater concerns 
when the report of “shots fired“ 
came in to the local dispatcher. 

Chief Whitworth said that no 
weapons were involved in either of 
the two altercations and none of his 
officers, or the other law enforce- 
ment officers at the scene of the dis- 
turbance, observed or heard any 
weapons discharged. There were 
unconfirmed reports that the indi- 
vidual with the semi-automatic 
weapon had been in the area but no 
positive information was given to 
police officers. 

Chief Whitworth plans to develop 
a better plan of coordinating events 
taking place at the local parks. This 
will enable him be sure that he has 
adequate manpower on duty to 
patrol these events and provide 
security to the participants. 
According to the chief, his depart- 
ment had no prior notification that a 
softball tournament was being held 
at the Mulberry park. 

Whitworth expressed his appreci- 
ation to those agencies responding 
to Elba’s call for assistance and 
noted that their response assured 
that a touchy situation did not turn 
bad. In recent weeks several area 
towns have had similar situations 
that did not have the same peaceful 
end. 


Coffee County EMA participates 
in Hurricane Preparedness Week 


Hurricane season starts next 
week, June 1, and runs though the 
month of November. Coffee County 
is certainly no stranger or immune 
to hurricanes and their affects, 

As recently as last fall, Hurricane 
Georges caused hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in damages to 
roads, bridges and drainage systems 
in this county, In 1995, damage 
from Hurricane Opal to homes, 
businesses and our public infra- 
structure totaled millions of dollars, 
and took some lives in areas not far 
from Coffee County. 

Because awareness and prepara- 
tion are the keys to public safety, 
the Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency (EMA), along 


with the Alabama Emergency 
Management Agency and the 
National Weather Service, 


announced that this week, May 24 
through 28, has been designated 
Hurricane Preparedness Week, as 
proclaimed by Goyernor Don 
Siegelman. 

Hurricane forecasters are predict- 
ing an active hurricane season in 
1999. In the Atlantic, Caribbean, 
and Gulf of Mexico, an “average” 
season produces four(4) tropical 
storms and six(6) hurricanes. 

During Hurricane Awareness 


Week, residents of Coffee County 
should review individual, family, 
and business preparedness plans 
Make decisions now on whether to 
stay in your home or to move to a 
safer location when a hurricane 
strike is imminent, Get your emer- 
gency supply kits ready, and insure 
all tamily members and relatives 
know of your plans, Planning now 
could save your life and help pro- 
tect your property later. 

The Coffee County EMA will, in 
early June, provide a news release 
on formulating preparedness plans 
The agency will also be available 
for speaking to groups such as civic

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Arlington National Cemetery and 
was appalled by the condition of 
some of its most visited memorials. 
The chapel at the Tomb of the 
unknowns has a hole in the ceiling 
at least two-feet-wide, which 
extends some three-to-four inches 
into the roof. This, I'm told, was 
due to water damage. 

I also noted several leaks in the 
reflecting pool adjacent to the 
Robert F, Kennedy grave site as 
well as damage to the walkways 
around the John F, Kennedy grave, 
and severe pipe corrosion in the 
underground “control room” which 
provides utilities to the RFK and 
JFK grave sites. 

While = Arlington — National 
Cemetery is maintained by the 
Department of the Army, and not the 
VA, it suffers from the same lack of 
funding and attention as do our VA 
cemeteries. This neglect of our vet- 
eran burial sites is nothing short of a 
national disgrace, 

Burial in a national or state veter- 
ans cemetery is the last chance a 
grateful nation gets to honor veter- 
ans for their sacrifices. As America 
loses more than a thousand World 
War Il veterans a day, more than 
377,000 a year and rising, funding 
for VA cemeteries is millions of dol- 
lars short to meet burial and upkeep 
needs, 

Last week, the House VA 
Subcommittee on Oversight and 
Investigations, which I chair, held a 
hearing to spotlight this insufficien- 
cy. Despite the increasing number 
of deceased veterans each year, the 
VA has been slow to propose any 
new cemeteries while many have 
had to shut their gates to new buri- 
als. 

This is unacceptable and I have 
made it clear to the VA that it must 
come up with long-term plans to 
accommodate America’s deceased 
veterans and properly maintain vet- 
eran cemeteries. 

If the VA and the Administration 
are not going to act, then Congress 
will, America’s veterans deserve 
appropriate honor in return for their 
service and sacrifice.
